Bill Tulp lives in Missoula, Montana, where he works as an artist, 
forest worker, and personal care attendant. He has been involved in 
the Missoula group, Montanans for Peace in Central America. A 
graduate of East Carolina University with a BFA in painting and 
printmaking, he has traveled in Mexico and Belize. He offers the 
following statement about El Salvador—A House Divided: 


"It has been over three years since I finished this comic book, and 
about five years since the events chronicled within would have ended. 
The historical events are factual and the family fictional, although 
drawn from actual events that have taken place. El Salvador has 
many, too many, families torn apart by this conflict. It would have 
been wonderful if the pictures I presented in these pages had become 
obsolete by this time, but the suffering continues. 


"Even though this is one of the greatest tragedies of our time, the 
major papers don't seem to consider it newsworthy. For us living in 
the United States the greatest tragedy is that the bombing and 
terrorism committed by El Salvador's military is being almost 
completely financed by our government, and at a time when our own 
social programs are being drastically cut. 


"I have been interested in the form of the comic book for some time 
and hoped to make a readable statement to people who may not be 
otherwise reached. Maybe it will cause a few more people to look at 
our government's policy in El Salvador and Latin America, and 
perhaps even become more vocal toward achieving a more peaceful 
solution than sending more weapons.

A CHRONOLOGY OF EVENTS 


26 March 1984: "Salvadorans cast ballots Sunday in a presidential election scarred by bureaucratic flaws that 
kept thousands from voting."— Associated Press, Missoulian, March 26, 1984. 


May 1984: "Major naval maneuvers have overlapped with land exercises bringing 33,000 U.S. troops to the 
(Central American) region since May 1984."— Invasion, a guide to U.S. Military presence in Central America. 


August 1985: "The Honduran army last week became the first military in Latin America to kill and wound 
legally recognized refugees in a U.N. administered camp...Soldiers entered the camp without warning and 
opened fire...two refugees were dead, 13 wounded and 25 seriously beaten according to relief workers. One 
two-month old girl was kicked to death by а soldier."— Paul, Martin; "Raid on refugees signals new strategy," 
Guardian, September 18, 1985. 


1985: "U.S. backed air war in El Salvador voted the most unreported story of 1985 by a distinguished panel of 
media observers."— Alert, July-August, 1986. 


1 Мау 1986: "...El Salvador's largest demonstration since 1980. Observers calculated that 75 to 90 thousand 
urban and rural workers formed contingents stretching over dozens of city blocks, while thousands lined San 
Salvador's streets, vocal in their...denunciations of President Duarte's economic and military policies."— Alert, 
May-June 1986. 


10 October 1986: "El Salvador was rocked by an earthquake measuring 7.5 on the Richter scale, which killed 
1,200 people, injured 10,000, left 200,000 homeless and severely damaged hundreds of buildings in San

October 1986: "Опе day after Ше earthquake Ше FMLN proposed а case fire to facilitate relief efforts. The 
government of President Jose Napoleon Duarte rejected the offer...Government forces meanwhile have 
continued rocket and aerial attacks in the countryside and church and union members assisting the church in 
its relief efforts have been arrested and imprisoned."— Sojourners, February 1987. 


1986: "Fragmentation and incendiary bombs may be irrevocably damaging the already ecologically 
overburdened Salvadoran countryside...In the northern province of Chatenago, government bombing raids 
have destroyed forests and fields, making cultivation impossible...To the southeast in the San Vincente 
province, the bombing of agricultural fields has created an acute food crisis, depriving peasants of corn, beans, 
and rice. El Salvador's air force has dropped more than 3,000 tons of U.S.-made bombs on its own people. 
More than 20% of all Salvadorans are now homeless...these 1.2 million refugees represent a higher percentage 
of Salvadorans than the comparable number of Vietnamese displaced at the height of the Vietnam 
War."— Militarization: The Environmental Impact, "Low Intensity Scorched Earth in Central America," The 
Environmental Project on Central America (EPOCA). 


1987: "U.S. aid has become so important to the Salvadoran economy that next year El Salvador will become the 
first country in history to receive more in aid from the U.S. ($608 million in fiscal year 1988) than it is raising 
from domestic sources of revenue ($582 million)."— Conally, Michael; "Bankrolling Failure; The wages of war in 
ЕІ Salvador,"— Alert, December 1987-January 1988. 


July 1988: "...Acting in or out of uniform, the Salvadoran military bears responsibility for the overwhelming 
majority of the 70,000 civilian deaths since 1979...Military officers routinely deny their role in the torture and 
killings, attributing them to the shadowy "Death Squads" commonly portrayed as bands of freelance vigilantes 
acting independently of any higher authority."—Thomson, Kate; "El Salvador's death squad 
governments,"— Alert, July-August 1988. 


August 1988: "El Salvador's stubborn eight-year old war is closing іп on the capital. Urban guerrillas and 
revolutionary groups intent on sparking a popular uprising have surfaced on San Salvador's streets, 
sharpening differences between the armed rebels and their more moderate political allies, foreign diplomats 
and rebel political leaders say."— Larmer, Brook; "Salvador guerrillas take war to capital,"— Christian Science 
Monitor, August 1988. 


January 1989: "The Salvadoran guerrilla movement has scored dramatic victories in its latest offensive against 
the U.S.-backed government and military. Their successes— audacious attacks on military bases in the capital 
and an intimidation campaign against the country's mayors that has forced 40 to resign in the last 
month— have provoked a strong reaction from the military, say diplomats, academics, and human rights 
leaders. The appearance of several new "Death Squads" and evidence related to the bombings at the national 
university and offices of the Lutheran Church, these analysts say, suggest the army is engaging in covert 
attacks against individuals and groups it terms sympathetic to the leftist rebels."— Norton, Chris, Christian 
Science Monitor, January 13, 1989.
